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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 09/07/2006 have 
been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Applicant argues that neither Akiyama nor Davis disclose the hash functions being the 
same in each hash device. 

With respect to Applicant's argument that Akiyama fails to disclose the hash functions being the same in each hash device, the Final 
Office Action mailed on 07/07/2006 provides a detailed description as to how Akiyama discloses a single one-way function 22 is used with 
a different key for each piece of data that is being hashed as disclosed in paragraphs [0038] through [0042]. Also, paragraph [0025] 
states, "the hash units 2 perform processing corresponding to a known hash function" therefore Akiyama again discloses a single hash 
function. Furthermore, Akiyama discloses two hashing devices, the Signing Station and the Certifying Station, each of which perform the 
same hashing functions for the verification of the signature, as exemplified in Figures 2A and 3A. Therefore each device uses the same 
hashing function, if they did not use the same hashing function verification of the signature would be impossible. 

With respect to Applicant's argument that Davis fails to disclose the hash functions being the same in each hash device because the 
references discloses that different hash functions may be used, the use of the word "may" implies that this is an alternative embodiment 
and the in the embodiment being described a single hash function is being used. With respeci io Applicant's arguments that the hash 
results are unique implies the functions are different, the description is exactly how a hash function is supposed to work, input two different 
pieces of data and it produces two unique outputs. This by no way suggests that different hash functions are being used. . 
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
